“The defence in the Wo Ping 
murdar trial, in which Yeung Ko 
is charged with causing the death 
ofan actarnamed Li Snui-fan at 
the Wo Ping Theatre on Angust 
16th, was opened. before 
Mr. Justice Gompertz this 
morning. -Mr. Jenkin. in an 
eloquent and appealing address 
to the jury went into the points 
af ‘tha ‘casa one by one.

It has become the habit tp explain anything not other- 
wise readily accountable as “a legacy of the wa Thus 
we are told that pilferage grew out of Témmy's habit of

- as toownership. “It would be well “if nothing more than 
this amiable habit of ~scrotnging” was responsible for 
the evil. We are afraid the evil lies deeper. in an impaired 
regard for authority that has been perceptible: in tnany 
directions since the war. There is practically nothing in 
common between the two sets of conditions. On the part 
of the soldier, with a thousand things to do and few 

“facilities for the doing of them, it was pardonable. was

-be at Hand. Pilferage. on the scale now perpetrated. is no 
“accidental or incidental outgrowth, it is a system of 
deliberate and in its way highly organised robbery on-a 
most extensive scale. This has so far become the case that 
pilferage is a misnomer. Xvmetimes, except that the bulk 
of the stealing is presumably done in port, the raids are 
more in the,nature of piracy than of pilfering. : 
Which country had the distinction of being the pioneer 
in this form of post-war énferprise we are not certain. 
Perhaps: a sympathetic wave overspread the countries 
‘simultaneously. for the epidemic is universal. Pilferage 
was not, of course. unknown before the war. but whereas

Japan direct; would 
not even receive the Japan 
Minister on snch a matter, even 
though he called in person at the 
Ministry. China ‘has always 
wanted this matcer settled by the 
League of Nations, but, contraci- 
wise. Japan has argued that as 
she was given the territory under 
the Versailles Peace Treaty and 
asthe agreament bas the support 
of the Supreme Council any 
negotiations for the returagf the 
land to China should be contictad, 
purely between the twocountries. 
There is not alittle justice in that 
plea, even though China feels that 
Japan should never have had 
Shantung given ber. This ques- 
tion has been an old thorn in the 
side of China and has given rise 
to feelings far from friendly. 
Japan bas now made a definite 
offer. Whether that offer ‘meets 
with China's views wedo not yet 
know, and from the meagre 
details that came to hand on 
Saturday it would be premature 
for us to tre any assessment of 
their. worth or generosity. But 
'we do see the way open for a 
settlement if China will bat 
iswallow ber original prejudice. 
Whatever the offer amounts to it 
foes provide the starting point 
for open discussion, it opans a 
way toasettlement. For China 
to stand aloof and say ehe-will 
not treat with Japan under any 
offer would be. we think, a stand 
subversive to future happy 
relations. a soit!

Observatory Records. 


We have received the following 
from the Director of the Royal 
Observatory — 

A large earthquake was record.
